I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for 
the  year  1942.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  vear  ended  .Hst  December,  1942,  two  thous- 
and, one  hundred  and  thirty-five  children  with  the  additional  nine 
lumdred  and  twentv-seven  special  caNes  were  examined  in  the 
different  groups  under  your  Authoritv. 

Ophthalmic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942.  1 examined 
the  eves  of  247  children.  Glasses  were  prescribed  aiul  treatment 
ordered  where  necessarv. 
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The  number  and  severity  of  serious  cases,  particularly, 
progressive  myopia  seem  to  be  on  the  down  grade.  External  eye 
diseases  and  diseases  of  the  eyelids  which  are  largely  dependent 
on  defective  nutrition  and  hygiene,  also  show  a satisfactory 
tendency. 

Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

The  work  of  this  Clinic  has  continued  actively  during  the 
past  year  in  spite  of  war  time  difficulties. 

Clinics  continue  to  be  held  at  Ebbw  Vale  and  in  addition 
to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  use  has  been  made  of  the  County 
Hospital  at  Panteg  in  a case  where  particularly  urgent  admission 
to  Hospital  was  needed. 

Difficulties  in  supplying  instruments  and  surgical  altera- 
tions to  footwear  are  now  greater  from  lack  of  material,  shortage 
of  staff  in  workshops  and  increased  work  from  the  presence  of 
large  numbers  of  troops  in  South  Wales. 

Increasing  use  has  been  made  of  Mr,  Harrison  for 
physical  training  and  remedial  exercises. 

Once  again  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the 
permanent  staff  at  the  Clinic  in  Ebbw  Vale.

There  were  14  cases  of  various  nature  treated  at  the 
above  Hospital.  1 1 received  indoor  treatment,  and  on  discharge 
were  supplied  with  the  necessary  appliances.  3 were  seen  as  out- 
door patients,  7 children  were  supplied  with  appliances,  alterations 
to  shoes,  etc.,  without  attending  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital. 

Dentist’s  Report. 

The  work  performed  at  the  Dental  Clinic  was  similar  to 
that  of  past  years.  A large  number  of  evacuated  school  children 
have  left  this  district  and  to  that  extent  the  Department  has  been 
relieved  of  the  extra  work  that  previously  had  been  retiuired  by 
these  children.
